James Martin's second book, Ceaseless Talk, Which Never Stops, 
Of Auschwitz From Our Bliss has just been published by Copper Beech 
Press at Brown University. 

Poems, the third book from Paul F. Marion, contains selections 
from his previous vé@lumes. His work has recently appeared in maga- 
zines in Wisconsin, Virginia, and New York 

The schedule continues on March 14 with the Faculty Woodwind 
Quintet from the campus, performing under the direction of Donald 
Bravo. These faculty members from the College of Music play with 
professional groups including the Boston Symphony Orchestra. 

A solo singing performance by tenor Ivan Oak is planned for 
April 4.
